Experience  in  V/ales  and  elsewhere  continues  to  show  the  value  of  maintaining  a 
high  level  of  immimisation  in  the  population  against  certain  diseases.  In 
particular  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  poliomyelitis,  measles  and 
tetanus. 

Vaccination  against  smallpox  infection  has  also  proved  invaluable.  It  must  be 
emphasised  that  where  these  diseases  have  been  absent  for  many  years,  the 
prevention  of  a possible  serious  epidemic  depends  upon  the  percentage  of 
susceptible  persons  in  the  population  who  have  been  imraunised  or  vaccinated 
against  these  diseases. 

BRUCELLA  /d3CRTUS: 

A Notice  under  the  provisions  of  The  Milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations, 
1959  (Regulation  20 ) served  in  May  I968  remained  in  force  although  milk 
production,  and  all  other  farming  activities,  at  the  farm  were  discontinued. 

MASS  R/J3I0GRiTHY: 

No  visit  was  made  by  any  Unit  of  the  V/elsh  Hospital  Board  during  the  year. 
Proposals  by  the  Board  to  rationalise  the  Mass  Radiography  Service,  details 
of  ?;hich  were  received  by  the  Council  early  in  the  year,  were  opposed  and  a 
letter  of  objection  was  sent  to  the  Board. 

N/.TI0N/.L  BLOOD  TR/J^SUSION.  .SERVICE : 

A Blood  Transfusion  session  v/as  hied  in  the  Borough  at  the  British  American 
Optical  Factory  on  the  lAth  April  1970  at  which  100  persons  donated  blood. 
Sessions  for  the  general  public  wore  held  at  the  neighbouring  Town  of  Llanelli. 
Most  people  can  donate  blood  to  the  blood  bank,  and  the  amount  of  blood  taken 
is  quickly  restored  from  the  body’s  reserve  which  is  replaced  in  a matter  of 
days.  1(7 ith  the  continued  increasing  need  for  blood,  I appeal  that  in  the 
future,  more  people  v/ill  donate  blood  for  this  most  worthy  and  needy  cause.

Specimens  end  samples  are  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Glangv^ili 
Hospital,  Carmarthen,  and  to  the  Public  /na-lyst,  Carmarthen. 


DISTRIBUTION  OF  VrELF/JlE  FOOD; 

National  V^elfaro  Foods  were  distributed  under  arrangement  with  the  Carmarthenshire 
County  Councl.  The  centre  was  open  daily  at  the  Borough  Officies,  Kidwelly. 

From  1st  April  1970  this  arrangment  \;as  discontinued  and  h’elfare  Food  was 
available  at  the  Infant  and  Post-Natal  Clinic  Sessions  at  Capel  Sul  Vestry. 

HOME  NURSING  EQUIPMENT; 

Sick  room  and  nursing  articles  and  equipment  for  patients  at  homo  can  bo  obtained 
from  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  under  arrangements  made  by  the  County 
Council.  A monthly  charge,  based  on  the  cost  of  the  item  is  normally  payable. 

Cases  of  hardship  receive  special  consideration. 

Patients  are  charged  according  to  the  family  circumstances  and  the  cost  of  the 
article.  Equipment  provided  under  the  County  Council  arrangements  include.— 
air-beds,  air— rings,  bed  cradles,  bed— pans,  back-rests,  crutches,  urinals, 
waterproof  sheets,  etc.. 

Requests  with  regard  to  the  provision  of  equipment  shout'd  be  submitted  to  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

HOME  HELP  SERVICE; 

The  Home  Help  Service  is  organised  by  the  Carmarthenshire  County  Council.  The 
Home  Helps  are  provided  during  the  laying-in  period  in  maternity  cases  where 
the  paitent  has  no  relative  available  to  undertake  the  domestic  duties  of  the 
home,  and  also  in  certain  cases  of  sickness  or  need.  For  those  in  receipt  of 
Social  Security  benefit  domestic  help  can  be  arranged  when  needed  through  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security.  The  Health  Department  collaborates 
closely  with  the  Officials  responsible  for  the  services  enumerated  above. 

The  area  Organiser  is  available  for  interviews  and  information  at  6,  John  Street, 
Llanelli^  on  Mondays  between  2.30.p.m.  and  A*0C.p.m. 
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LffllfT/J.  HE;XTH  SEIT/ICE: 

The  County  Council  provides  the  service  for  the  ccire  and  after-care  of 
people  suffering  from  mental  illness  or  sub-normality  and  whole  time 
H^ntal  Welfare  Officers  are  employed  for  this  v/ork.  The  Officer  duly 
authorised  to  take  initial  proceedings  under  the  Hcntal  Health  Acts  for 
the  provision  of  care  and  treatment  of  persons  in  the  area  suffering 
from  mental  illness  is  Mr. D, A. David,  G-len  View,  G-wendraeth  Town,  Kidwelly. 

MEHTi'J.  SUDNCHIAJiS ; 

The  Carmarthenshire  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the  ascertainment, 
supervision  and  general  w''elf are  of  mental  defectives.  Supervisory  homo 
visits  are  ns,de  by  a Social  Worker  and  a Home  Teacher  is  also  employed  for 
the  Home  Tog.ching  of  mental  defectives. 

There  is  a Junior  Training  Centre  for  Mentally  Handicapped  Children  at  Hool 
Coffa,  Llanelli,  v/ith  teaching  facilities  for  75  children,  and  residential 
quarters  for  S;2  children. 

Facilities  are  also  available  for  short-term  care  of  cases  during  holidays 
or  illness  of  the  guardians.

A bxiroau  is  established  at  A,  John  Street,  Llanelli  - Office  hours  - Monday 
to  Friday  inclusive  are:-  lO.OO.a.ra.  to  12.

BEf^ISTIL^TION  OF  DIRTHS.  K/AilLXES  IM)  DEilTHS; 

The  Registrar  is  available  at  the  Borough  Offices  from  12. 00. noon  to  1.00. p.m 
on  the  first  Th\irsday  of  each  month. 

POST  MORTEi^fiS: 

Post  Mortems  are  performed  at  the  Llanelli  General  Hospital.  The  Council's 
Mortuary  was  therefore  not  used  during  the  year. 

VAPOUR  GAS  DISINFECTOR: 

This  is  situated  at  Llanelli  and  is  used  under  a scheme  operated  in  conjunction 
with  Llanelli  Borough,  Llanelli  Rural  District  - . and  Burry  Port  Urban 
District  Councils. 

Si'dJIT/JlY  CIRCUMSTANCiilS  OF  THE 

WATER: 

Most  of  the  Town  area  of  Kidwelly  is  supplied  with  filtered  and  chlorinated 
water  from  Llanelli  by  the  Llanelli  and  District  V/ater  BoarP.. 

The  former  supplies  for  the  Tovm  shown  bolov/  are  still  in  use  to  the  extent 
indicated. 

The  supplies  are  obtained  from  wells  in  different  parts  of  the  district  and 
from  deep  seated  springs  tapped  and  delivered  by  cast  iron  mains.  They  consist 
of  hard-vjaters  which  have  a,  high  degree  of  natural  purity  and  are  not  plumbo- 
solvent.  All  the  supplies  are  chlorinated  and  chlorination  tests  are  made  daily. 

CiABL  SUL  SUPPLY: 

This  yields  a minimum  supply  during  extended  drought  period  of  about  12,000 
gallons  per  day  and  nov/  only  supplies  Ferry  Road  and  Water  Street  areas. 

MILLPdPS  SUI^PLY: 

During  the  summer  months  this  suj;ply  augmented  the  Capel  Sul  Supply. 

C;^  CEFN  SUPPLY: 

This  supply  gives  a minimum  flow  of  15,000  gallons  per  day.  A gauging  chamber 
is  provided  to  record  the  overflov;  from  the  collecting  chamber  which  has  shovm 
a constant  flow  of  10,000  gallons  daily.  This  supplies  most  of  Mynyddygarreg 
area. 
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MAESffl^EKLLIAN  SUPPLY; 

This  is  from  deep  seated  springs,  tapped  in  a disused  silver  mine  audit 
level  and  gives  a minimum  supply  of  approximately  36,000  gallons  in  24- 
hours.  There  is  a storage  tank  for  10,000  gallons.  This  source  is  used  to  supp 
a few  properties  only  north  of  Felindre.  Otherwise  the  supply  is  held 
in  reserve  in  the  main  against  a check  valve. 

CABIfl/^RTHEN  RimiiL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL  SUPPLIICS; 

These  serve  part  of  Mynyddygarrog  and  the  Kingsv/ood  area. 

V/ater  supply  schemes  completed  by  the  b'ater  Board  during  the  year  were 
descaling  of  mains  at  Kid\/elly  and  the  provision  of  an  8 inch  main  from 
Kidwelly  Tov/n  area,  to  Hynyddygarreg. 

There  were  no  schemes  under  construction  with  the  Water  Board  in  Kidwelly 
during  the  year. 

The  Board  were  awaiting  the  approval  of  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  at  the 
31st  December  1970  for  the  provision  of  a nevir  service  reservoir  at 
Hynyddygarreg.  The  wore  no  other  schemes  under  consideration  by  the 
V/ater  Board  at  this  tirae. 

Samples  taken  during  the  year  from  the  various  supplies  for  bacteriological 
examination  were  satisfactory.  These  samples  v/ere  taken  in  addition  to  the 
samples  of  raw  water  from  the  above  supplies  taken  by  the  Llanelli  and 
District  Water  Board  for  examination  and  analysis.
